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New town councillors will 
bring ‘breath of fresh air’

THE co-option of two new and younger 
members to Axminster Town Council 
has been described as “a much-needed 
breath of fresh air” by mayor Jeremy 
Walden. 

‘Youngsters’ Aimee Seward and David Moore, 
both in their 30s, were co-opted on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 14th, 

Mr Moore had the easiest passage as he was 
the only candidate for Raymonds Hill Ward, so 
was co-opted uncontested. 

But Ms Seward had to do it ‘the hard way’ by 
defeating fellow candidate Sarah Birnie 7-2 for 
the town ward seat, when town councillors 
voted. 

There was initially a third candidate, An- 
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thony Pursey, who withdrew before the meet¬ 
ing. 

In a social media post the day after the meet¬ 
ing, Mayor Jeremy Walden said: “Congratula¬ 
tions to the two new members of Axminster 
Town Council, co-opted last night. 

“Welcome Councillor Aimee Seward and 
Councillor David Moore. 

“They are both local, young and enthusiastic. 
A much needed breath of fresh air.” 

Ms Seward, 36, was born and brought up lo¬ 
cally and works as a clinical lead nurse at Sil- 
verleigh Care Home in Axminster. 

She made the headlines in autumn last year 
when she fronted a campaign to ensure that Ju¬ 
bilee Field was not closed to dog owners and 
their pets. 

In her co-option application letter, she wrote: 
“I am a single woman with no children, conse¬ 
quently I have time and capacity to offer to the 
role as town councillor. 

“Issues that concern me include unnecessary 
disposal of waste (bins, fly-tipping, dog mess), 
graffiti, unnecessary parking on main roads 
and the obstruction of pavements. 

“I am willing to get involved in all local is¬ 
sues. I firmly believe that - with my local 


knowledge, living and working in the town -1 
can make a valuable and worthwhile contribu¬ 
tion.” 

Ms Seward was welcomed onto the council by 
Mayor Jeremy Walden and took her new seat 
straight away for the remainder of the meeting. 

Mr Moore was unable to attend, but is ready 
to hit the ground running. 

He is known locally as Disco Dave, being 
heavily involved with Guildhall discos and the 
Yarty Party festival. 

Aged 37, he has lived in Axminster since mov¬ 
ing here from Seaton at the age of two. 

Mr Moore worked at Axminster Carpets for 
almost 21 years, and is now employed by Tool- 
bank in Exeter. 

He also runs his own business, Recharged 
Sound and Light. 

He said: “I have always had a desire to create 
a strong community focus, and have recently 
co-founded Yarty Party Ltd. 

“I would like to encourage the young people 
of the town to become more engaged with the 
town council, bringing their ideas and enthusi¬ 
asm to create more opportunities for them¬ 
selves. 

“But above all, I hope to be a voice for all ages 



and will always make myself available to offer 
help and advice but, more importantly, accept 
advice from my more experienced colleagues. 

“Other issues that are important to me in¬ 
clude addressing the flow of traffic through the 
town and following up the large building com¬ 
panies on their infrastructure and planning 
commitments to the town.” 

The two vacancies arose when former mayor 
and stalwart councillor John Jeffery and Ian 
Hall resigned. 

Mr Jeffery stood down after more than 30 
years of loyal service. Mr Hall stood down after 
being elected as a county councillor, a division 
which encompasses seven parish councils, say¬ 
ing he must represent everyone equally.

“We would like to take the opportunity to 
thank our customers for the last 21 years, and 
more recently for their patience during Water¬ 
loo works. 

“We know that our regular season ticket hold¬ 
ers in particular have been significantly dis¬ 
rupted over the past two weeks and had 
changes to their normal journeys, and we hope 
that two weeks of free travel will be helpful for 
those passengers.” 

The continuing multi-million-pound upgrade 
of London Waterloo station and associated rail 
infrastructure will deliver thousands of extra 
seats and help to increase overall capacity by 30 
per cent. 

Stagecoach has confirmed that it will be giv¬ 
ing two weeks’ worth of free travel to its South 
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West Trains monthly and longer season ticket 
holders for the inconvenience caused as a re¬ 
sult of the Waterloo upgrade work.

nosaurs. 

Both had been keen to try the 
Land’s End to John O’Graots route 
and, when Sustrans published a book 
in January 2017 which used cycle 
tracks and quiet roads to complete 
challenge in about 1,200 miles, rather 
than the usual 900, Nancy and 
Heather thought it was ideal for 
them. 

They arranged accommodation in 
hostels, B&Bs and cheap hotels along 
the route - 34 nights in total - and av¬ 
eraged more than 40 miles a day for 
33 days without a break, totalling 
1,360 miles. 

The most either of the women had 
ever cycled before was five days in a 
row and just over 40 miles in a day, 
but they managed to complete three 
consecutive rides of 50 miles during 
their challenge, and one day of 59 
after inadvertently heading in the 


wrong direction for four miles. Most 
of the time they carried all their be¬ 
longings in panniers on the bikes, 
with no support vehicle. 

Nancy and Heather decided to sup¬ 
port Devon Air Ambulance, as this 
was the charity supported by the 
Tyred Dinosaurs on their first ride in 
2004. Money can still be donated on¬ 
line at 

https://mydonate.bt.com/fundrais- 
ers/2tyred. The trip was also docu¬ 
mented on Facebook where there 
updates can still be read by searching 
for the page ‘Two Tyred LEJOG 2017’. 

Nancy and Heather commented: 
“We posted a few lines and photos at 
the end of each day and also details of 
the distance and route travelled. 
Many people looked out for the posts 
and commented on them, and some 
days when we were cycling for more 
than 12 hours people were worrying 
as to what had happened to us if the 
day’s post hadn’t yet appeared. It was 
lovely to receive support from family 
and friends and also from people we 
met along the way. 

“We especially appreciated support 
and donations from members of two 
local groups - Walk This Way in 
Teignmouth and also the Aquacise 
group at the Cliffden Hotel in Teign¬ 
mouth. 

“We left Land’s End on June 5th and 
arrived at John O’Groats on July 7th. 
The weather was variable - we left 
Land’s End in a Force 10 gale and 
driving rain and cycled over 50 miles 
on the hottest day of the year for 41 
years! Whilst cycling through South¬ 
ern Scotland it was usually very cold 


and wet. We had to acquire addi¬ 
tional clothing and generally cycled 
wearing two jackets each in an at¬ 
tempt to stay warm and dry. 

“We took it one day at a time, and 
treated it as a job - it was what we 
had to do for the day. We cycled in all 
weathers and didn’t even bother 
looking at the forecasts after the first 
day or two. We never once woke up 
not wanting to do it! 

“We were so lucky to be able to take 
nearly five weeks out from everyday 
life to undertake this epic journey. 
Nancy’s husband Dave had put all 
our routes on a Garmin device and 
also was able to see where we were at 
any time - this really helped when we 
got lost in Bristol and he was able to 
navigate us safely to our accommoda¬ 
tion, albeit through some of the less 
salubrious areas of the city! 

“Heather’s 79-year-old mother 
raised money from her friends in 
Cheshire and drove up to the High¬ 
lands of Scotland to meet us at John 
O’Groats at the end of the trip. 

“We met so many helpful and inter¬ 
esting people en route - several other 
people trying to complete LEJOG, a 
Liberal Democrat candidate two days 
before the election, an ex-profes¬ 
sional ice skater and a world cham¬ 
pion porridge maker! 

“It was such an amazing experience 
and we didn’t really want it to end. 
We were never quite sure that we’d 
actually make it, but what helped 
was that we’re both really positive, 
determined people and we worked re¬ 
ally well together as a team.”

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A FTER the trailblazing 
success of Duncan 
Macmillan's 'Every Bril¬ 
liant Thing' at the 2014 Edin¬ 
burgh Fringe Festival, there 
are so many pieces centred 
around depicting mental ill¬ 
ness that, this year, they have 
created a brand new award to 
celebrate them. 

Most are created by young 
people, in their 20s, with por¬ 
trayals of mental illness that 
are often drawn from their 
own experience. 

It's no surprise to me that 
fringe theatre, with its loud 
and proud artists, actors and 
writers, is finally starting to 
bring many of these issues 
out into the harsh spotlight of 
the stage. 

It's very telling, to me, that a 
large majority seem to be 
about dealing with the symp¬ 
toms of depression. 

I think, as a nation, we are 
starting to see 'low level' de¬ 
pression as its own entity - an 
understandable symptom of 
the rigours of modern life. 

However, it is still a mental 
illness. Whether it is mild, se¬ 
vere, fleeting or long lasting. 

Trying to separate it be¬ 
cause it is more common¬ 
place only increases the 
stigma and prejudice sur¬ 
rounding the term 'mental ill¬ 
ness'. 

Unfortunately, 'mental ill-

ness' is becoming common¬ 
place and the more we try to 
separate the everyday folk 
(our friends, family, colleag¬ 
ues, children) from the term, 
the less people will speak out 
when they fear they could be 
suffering. 

This ultimately delays them 
receiving support and means 
that they have to bypass the 
simpler, first line advice that 
can often get us back on 
track without drugs or inpa¬ 
tient care. 

For example, if you have a 
cold it is still considered to be 
a physical illness - so why 
must things get so severe be¬ 
fore people are willing to 
class it as a mental illness? 

The media certainly have a 
lot to answer for when it 
comes to their portrayal of 
the people suffering from 
mental illnesses. 

Whether it's books, newspa¬ 
pers, television or films there 
are a myriad of examples of 
common myths and precon¬ 
ceptions of mental illness 
being strongly perpetuated. 

One example is of a charac¬ 
ter in the series 'Wonderland' 
(2000) who has schizophre¬ 
nia and promptly decides to 
go on a shooting spree and 
then tries to murder a doctor. 

The series was set in a psy¬ 
chiatric ward and was taken 
off the air after so many com-

plaints from mental health or¬ 
ganisations. 

These are just the really ob¬ 
vious ones. Whenever I watch 
the news and someone has 
done something awful to an 
animal or human being it is so 
often, rather quickly followed 
up with "and he/she had suf¬ 
fered from depression at 
some point in his life". 

And while that may be true, 
to continually link violence 
with mental illness isn't help¬ 
ing anyone, especially those 
who are suffering. 

It has been shown time and 
time again that sufferers are 
far more likely to be victims of 
crime than perpetrators. 

It is refreshing to know that 
we have a generation of per¬ 
formers, writers and artists 
that are willing to show the re¬ 
ality of mental illness, the 
loneliness and self stigma, 
not just exploiting it for 
shameful sensationalism. 

Many people are saying that 
speaking out about their de¬ 
pression has become the new 
'coming out of the closet' - to 
be honest, I can understand 
why. I hope this will continue 
to change.

A DALWOOD couple have 
been recognised for keeping 
their garden open to the 
public for more than 40 
years and raising in excess 
of £20,000 for good causes in 
the process. 

Mary and John Benger of 
Burrow Farm Gardens were 
presented with a sundial by 
The National Garden 
Scheme (NGS). 

The NGS has been raising 


money for nursing and car¬ 
ing charities for 90 years 
and this year has donated 
£3million to deserving 
causes - among them 
Macmillan Cancer Support, 
Marie Curie and Hospice 
UK. 

Mr and Mrs Benger have 
been an integral part of that 
fundraising for more than 
40 years. 

An NGS spokesperson

Mrs Benger said: “We cer¬ 
tainly felt very honoured to 
receive this sundial.” 

Keen to make the most of 
the sundial, she added: “But 
since they gave it to us we 
haven’t had a sunny day 
until this morning!” 

The garden is open daily 
from 10am-6pm from April 
1st until October 31st. Entry 
is £7 for adults and £1 for 
children.

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5 little ways to spark creativity 
in your child's everyday life

IT MIGHT seem chaotic - and almost always messy - but being creative isn't just 
about finger painting, or hiding under a table pretending to be in a spaceship 
on the way to Mars. It's about your little one growing the ability to think in un¬ 
usual ways, solve problems and ultimately pave their way to becoming an adult. 

By the time they're three, your child's brain has formed an incredible 1,000 
trillion connections between neurons, which is why it's so important for your 
pre-schooler to embrace curiosity and their natural sense of wonder. 

Creative play stimulates this amazing fizzing brain, and with a little help from 
you, they can thrive - whether they want to be an artist or an astronaut. 



1. Encourage simple creative 

conversations 

There's nobody your child learns more 
from at this age than you, their parent. 

Encourage spontaneous creative 
conversations as part of day-to-day life, 
and imaginative thinking will come more 
naturally to them. 

This can be as easy as playing word 
association games in the car on the way 
to the shops, or making up a simple story 
together before bed. 

Try using story prompts: questions like 
'Where would you go if you were a bird?' 
provide a jumping off point to see where 
their incredible imagination takes them. 

2. Give them their freedom - 

sometimes! 

Every once in a while, set aside some 
time to let your child 'take control'. 

This could be as simple as going to the 
park for half an hour - and walking at their 
pace. Tell them they can make the plan 
and encourage them to talk about all the 
fantastical things they could do once 
they get there. 

Follow them as they explore the world - 
asking about what they can see or 
imagine. And if you do end up spending 
your afternoon chasing imaginary 
dragons or pretending to eat mud pies? 
All the better. 

3. Talk about your favourite 

part of the day 

Introduce a simple and quick bedtime 
ritual which encourages you both to talk 
about positive experiences in your day. 


As you're putting them to bed, share 
your favourite part of the day first, and 
then ask them what theirs was. 

Doing this lets them reflect on (and 
helps you understand!) what they enjoy 
doing, often creatively, from a young 
age. If you don't always have a lot of time, 
this is a simple activity to help your child 
think in a playful way. 

4. Don't over-plan playtime 

Play doesn't need to be rigorously 
planned - and in fact, freedom to play in 
an unstructured way is vital for every 
pre-schooler's development. 

For example, give your child a box of 
bricks and watch what they build, rather 
than suggesting what they create. 

Afterwards, ask them to talk about what 
it is and what it can do (a fearsome 
dragon? What does he eat?). Try and be 
specific with your praise to make it feel 
more genuine, highlighting details such 
as the shape or the colours. 

5. Let them make mess 

A little messiness can be a good thing 
once in a while. 

Instead of standing guard worrying 
about the carpet, set aside space and 
time (and even protective plastic 
sheeting) so that your child can be free 
to get messy to their heart's content. 

Feeling safe to try whatever comes into 
their head will help your little artist feel 
more confident in their creative abilities. 
And if you're really lucky, you might be 
able to convince them that tidying up is 
a fun game, too.

Constant reorganisation 
will not save NHS money 


■ IN the words of Victor Mel- 
drew: “I don’t believe it!” Only 
this is not funny. 

I’m referring, of course, to 
the shock and upset caused by 
the decision of the CCG to im¬ 
pose the closure of the Seaton 
Hospital beds with the chair¬ 
man of Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s Health and Adult Care 
Scrutiny committee Sarah 
Randall Johnson leading the 
Conservative majority to 
block a referral to the govern¬ 
ment and “abusing her posi¬ 
tion to prevent proper 
discussion” (according to Cllr 
Martin Shaw, county council¬ 
lor for Seaton & Colyton). 

Is this democracy? This deci¬ 
sion has been made by un¬ 
elected people who don’t live 
here and endorsed by people 
who don’t live in this part of 
Devon. I suggest they would 
do well to look at a map and re¬ 
alise we have no community 
health provision in this area. 

Sidmouth’s beds will be 
needed by its own residents; 


Tiverton and Exmouth are 
much further away even than 
our hospital. Are we to deduce 
that the original bed blocking 
at Exeter will return with a 
vengeance? Perhaps the 72 
beds taken away from East 
Devon are lining the corridors 
in readiness? Actually, where 
have they gone? Another 
waste? 

Our GPs must be distraught. 
They have backed us all the 
way and have been ignored. 
They are the ones who will 
have to sort out the mess left 
by the CCG. Their stress lev¬ 
els, already high and causing 
early retirement, will be even 
greater when they have to 
deal with an increase in the 
number of patients suffering 
from stress related illnesses. 

We are now facing privatisa¬ 
tion by the back door courtesy 
of NHS Property Services. 
How arrogant to allow rooms 
paid for by our Seaton Hospi¬ 
tal League of Friends to be 
rented (or sold?) out. I would 


have thought the charity com¬ 
missioners would have some¬ 
thing to say about that. 

Never take the the generous 
efforts of volunteers for 
granted. This disastrous deci¬ 
sion may well jeopardaise the 
future of voluntary giving, 
though praise and thanks are 
due to the hardworking LoF 
volunteers who raised £1,295 
on July 15th at the summer 
fair just before the final deci¬ 
sion was made - bless them. 

But well done and thanks to 
Martin Shaw, Claire Wright 
and Tony Simpson and all 
who have fought valiantly for 
our community hospitals. 

Shame on our MPs who have 
not yet learnt that constant re¬ 
organisation does not save 
money - in fact, the opposite. 
The NHS needs more money - 
not less - and for it to be spent 
wisely.

The lake has some wild brown trout, some blue 
trout and some reared brown trout but mainly 
there are rainbows. “It is strange that they all seem 
to live together because I thought that rainbows 
killed other species” says Michael Ford however by 
the returns of fish every kind is caught. 

Visitors are warned to use 101b breaking strain 
of gut because some fish are running up to that size 
and over. 

The lake is open from February to December and 
there is a rule that people should telephone before 
coming to book (the majority do on 01404 861284) 

Michael Ford welcomes people who wish to take 
the whole lake for a session to themselves at no 
extra cost because he understands how important 
it is to have uninterrupted peace when fishing. 

Stillwaters has a fresh water stream flowing 
through it and has sparking water. There is a boat 
that can be used as well under supervision.

What a difference 100 years makes: Ford marks 
centenary of Model TT commercial vehicle

YOU’VE heard of the Ford 
Model T, but how about the 
Model TT? Though less well- 
known, it also had a big im¬ 
pact - as the forerunner to the 
modern day van and pickup, 
including today’s Transit. 

First launched 100 years 
ago, in 1917, the Model TT was 
Ford’s first purpose-built one- 
tonne van. Owners could cus¬ 
tomise the chassis with a 
cargo bed to transport every¬ 
thing from letters to fuel - 
just as they can today in the 
2017 Ford Transit Custom. 
The Model TT was first 
launched in the U.S, and later 
built at Ford’s Trafford Park 
factory in Manchester. 

The Model TT van was 
longer and stronger than the 
Model T car, with a cab that 
could seat one driver and one 
passenger. The engine was 
started using a cranking han¬ 
dle on the front. For a 
smoother ride, customers 
could choose modern air- 
filled rear tyres instead of 
solid rubber. 


“It is amazing that while in 
some ways today’s vans are a 
million miles from the Model 
TT in how they have come on, 
they fundamentally do the 
same job as they were de¬ 
signed to do 100 years ago - 
providing a flexible means of 
keeping businesses on the 
move,” said Hans Schep, gen¬ 
eral manager, Commercial 
Vehicles, Ford of Europe. 

One hundred years later, 
Ford now offers the best-sell¬ 
ing commercial vehicle range 
in Britain and across Europe, 
with four commercial vehicles 
now carrying the iconic Tran¬ 
sit nameplate - Transit, Tran¬ 
sit Custom, Transit Connect 
and Transit Courier - as well 
as the Ford Ranger pickup. 

In the UK alone, Ford has 
maintained market leader¬ 
ship in the commercial vehi¬ 
cle sector for 51 years - ever 
since the Ford Transit was in¬ 
troduced in 1965. In 2016, Ford 
recorded its highest-ever year 
of commercial vehicle sales 
with 118,000 units. 


Transit sales passed its first 
million milestone in 1976, 
rapidly passing the next in 
1985,1994, 2000, 2005, 2010 and 
2013, which lined up end-to- 
end would circumnavigate 
the globe. On average, cus¬ 
tomers have bought a new 
Transit every 180 seconds 
during its lifetime. 

A new study, which ex¬ 
plores the use of brand words 


in the British dialect, reveals 
that the British public now 
commonly uses the word 
“Transit” as a generic term 
for van.

Later this year Ford is 
launching 20 new plug-in 
hybrid (PHEV) Transit Cus¬ 
tom vans - that reduce local 
emissions by running solely 
on electric power for the 
majority of inner-city trips - 
on a 12-month trial in and 
around London. 

Among those taking part in 
the trial are the Metropolitan 
Police and British Gas, which 


will allow both Ford and the 
city of London to explore how 
electrified vans can con¬ 
tribute to cleaner air targets 
while boosting productivity 
for operators in urban condi¬ 
tions. The Transit Custom 
PHEV van is planned for com¬ 
mercial introduction in 2019, 
part of Ford’s $4.5 billion 
investment into electrified 
vehicles by 2020.

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Staying within the speed limit makes 
you and everyone else safer, says GEM 


ROAD safety and breakdown organisa¬ 
tion GEM Motoring Assist is urging all 
drivers to stay within speed limits on 
every journey. This, says GEM, is a key 
part of reducing collisions and casual¬ 
ties on our roads. 

The advice comes as police officers 
join with colleagues across Europe for 
a week of enhanced speed checks, 
using a variety of enforcement tools. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
said: “One of the most important things 
we can all do when at the wheel is to 
drive within the speed limit at all times 
on journeys. It’s a vital part of taking 
personal responsibility for our own 
safety - and that of others - when we 
are driving. 

“That’s because research categorically 
shows that reduced speeds mean fewer 
collisions, and reduced severity of colli¬ 
sions. For example, an overall lmph re¬ 
duction in speed results in an average 
five per cent reduction in collisions.” 

But driving within speed limits can¬ 
not make us safe on its own, according 
to Neil Worth. ”We need to ensure that 
we’re alert, observant and courteous at 
all times, that we use well maintained 
cars and that we always keep a safe dis¬ 
tance from the vehicle in front. This 
can make all the difference, not only 
for us as drivers but also for those who 
share the roads with us.” 


Top tips for slowing down 

• Don’t rush on a journey. Leave ear¬ 
lier and ensure you have plenty of 
time, with no reason to speed. 

• Keep a close eye out for speed limit 
signs, and watch for clues that the speed 
limit may soon be about to change. 

• Scan the speedometer frequently so 
you always know your own speed. 

• Always ask yourself: is my speed 
both legal and safe? 

After all, the speed limit is just that - 
a limit, not a target, and there will be 


circumstances when you will feel 
much safer driving below the limit. 

Higher penalties 

A ‘speeding ticket’ will result in three 
points on your driving licence and a 
fine of £100. However, the system of fin¬ 
ing changed in April, so serious ‘speed¬ 
ers’ now face fines of up to 150 per cent 
of their weekly salary, with six penalty 
points and/or disqualifications of be¬ 
tween seven and 56 days.
